STOP THE FIGHT 

Reality TV host Nicole Curtis has rehabbed her last 
house in Minneapolis 



Nicole Curtis announces she’s taking her television talents elsewhere. 


N icole Curtis, the feisty host of 
theHGTV reality showEe/iaZ? 
Addict, had an announcement 
to make. Her years-longfixup 
of an old Victorian on Hillside 
Avenue in north Minneapolis was finally 
over. “Almost time to open the doors to my 
LAST Minneapolis project,” she posted 
on Instagram. 

It’s an interesting way to announce that 
she is washing her hands of an entire city, 
but Curtis has long been at war with Min¬ 
neapolis over this very property. 

It all began in 2012, when the TV host 
bought the condemned house from the 
city for $2. She agreed to “substantially 
complete construction” within a year. 

A year came and went. Felled trees 
and building detritus littered the yard, 
and the house remained uninhabitable. 
Neighbors shook their heads and worried 
about trespassers and drug dealers taking 


up residence. “If this was in Edina, she 
would be crucified,” resident Jonathan 
Lundberg told City Pages in 2015. 

Curtis always seemed to have something 
new to say about why she was behind. In 
2014 she posted about contractors that 
“kept pushing back” and left worksites 
“in shambles.” Two contractors filed liens 
totaling $36,000 for unpaid work. The 
property later fell behind on its taxes. 

In 2015, an unnamed person running 
Curtis’ Facebook account wrote that “some¬ 
one threatened [Curtis] and issued a letter 
blackmailing her regarding the property. 
Therefore, it is on hold again.” 

Meanwhile, Curtis and other preserva¬ 
tionists were protesting the razing of the 
historical Orth House in Uptown. Curtis 
called City Council Member Lisa Bender 
a “liar” and “destroyer of history.” 

In 2017, the city took Curtis to court, say¬ 
ing she had failed to redevelop the property 


on time, pay taxes, and maintain insurance. 
The city wanted her to give it back. 

Curtis laid the blame at the city’s feet. 
She accused it of blocking her efforts by 
demanding a $200,000 deposit in exchange 
for a building permit. The city denied it 
did any such thing. 


The two parties eventually settled. Now 
the end has come—not with a bang, but 
with an Instagram post. 

After years of fighting with Minneapolis 
residents and government, Nicole Cur¬ 
tis intends to take her hammer—and her 
smile—elsewhere, -hannah jones

Let us coin mottos, in the 
Midwestern tradition of Garrison Keillor 
and assorted ad agencies. We shall weld 
insecurity, modesty, and ego into pithy 
wordplay, and our greatness shall, in time, 
be widely known. 

Claim: According to a 2004 St. Cloud 
Times story toutingthe region’s unique and 
superior qualities, “St. Cloud is the world’s 
largest freezer producer,” Tenvoorde Ford 
(est.

tattooed, his hair in cornrows tied back 
in a low ponytail. Narrowly built, he 
stands no taller than the three women 


S hortly before 
midnight on a hot 
Sunday in June, 
28-year-old Carlos 
Rogers walks up to 
Born’s Bar on St. 
Paul’s Rice Street. 
He’s scarred and 


accompanying him—his girlfriend and 
two others. 

Just released from a four-year stint in 
St. Cloud state prison for leading cops on 
a car chase with 51 grams of cocaine in his 
possession, Rogers is making the most of 
his summer. He’d barbecued and taken 
his kids to a water park earlier in the day. 
Now he’ll have drinks with friends in the 
final hours of the weekend. 

Before the night is through, Rogers 
will be dead. 

His murderer is one of two men who 


arrive in a cherry Monte Carlo at about 
1:30 a.m. There’s Charles Frye, a skinny 
37-year-old with shoulder-length dread¬ 
locks, wearing a white shirt and matching 
baseball cap. His friend is 29-year-old 
Justin Reynolds, tall with a baby face on 
broad shoulders, wearing longer dreads 
and a bright red jersey. He’s accompanied 
by his girlfriend. The three have just come 
from Hoggsbreath, another Rice Street 
bar. Now, just a half-hour to bar close, the 
bouncer has locked Born’s doors. People 
who step out to smoke aren’t allowed 
back in. A crowd forms on the sidewalk. 
Conflicts flare. 

Rogers is drunk on Hennessey and caus¬ 
ing a small scene near the front door. The 
bouncer won’t let his girlfriend, who is 
wobbling on her feet, re-enter. 

He’s just put Rogers out as well, knock¬ 
ing the beer out of his hands. Rogers jabs 
a finger and, according to the bouncer, 
threatens to kill him. 

Suddenly, one of Rogers’ friends, 
Denise White, picks a fight with a female 
bystander, whom she imagines to have 
reached out and hit Rogers. (Security foot¬ 
age shows no such thing.) White flails her 
purse. The other woman fights back. They 
wrestle each other down the sidewalk. 

Men pull the two apart. Then Frye, who 
has been hangingback, smoking a cigarette, 
steps in and begins to argue with Rogers. 
They scuffle. Punches are thrown. 

Rogers dashes into the street. Frye 
gives chase, his friend Reynolds close 
behind. As Rogers turns to face the two, 
separated by a car parked curbside, Frye 
lunges across its hood. 

A gunshot rings out. A woman screams. 
Rogers falls to the ground, shot through 
the left cheek. People duck and scatter. 

Cameras catch Frye making off alone in 
the Monte Carlo, pulling a U-turn in the 
street in front of Born’s, then whizzing past 
Reynolds’ girlfriend as she throws out her 
hands to get his attention. Re 5 molds bolts 
down the sidewalk, frantically calls the 
mother of his child about a dozen times 
without answer, and is finally scooped 
up by a friend. 

II. CONFLICTING EYEWITNESSES 
AND A SIX-YEAR GRUDGE 


CallsfloodSU as St. Paul police converge. 

They find Carlos Rogers bleeding in 
the street, Denise White kneeling at his 
side. Officers conduct CPR and cordon the 
scene from growing clusters of onlookers 
screaming profanities and hurling glass 
bottles. The cops attempt to interview 
witnesses. Most tell them to ‘‘fuck off.” 

In the quiet of the bar’s back office, an 
officer plays footage from a camera sta¬ 
tioned above the front door. He watches 
the assorted arguments and fights erupt-

ing along the sidewalk, culminating in a 
fraction of a second in which a tell-tale 
muzzle flash blooms in the dark, and the 
victim falls back. Then he rewinds, and 
rewinds again. 

The video is primitive, grainy and soft. 
Objects appear as smudges—Rorschach 
blots open to interpretation. An awning 
cuts through the top half of the camera’s 
view, obscuring the triggerman. It’s dif¬ 
ficult to track individuals in movement 
throughout the muddy tableau, much 
less locate the gun and place it in a hand. 

The officer makes a judgment call. He 
thinks the shooter is most likely the man 
with shoulder-length dreads, white base¬ 
ball cap, and white T-shirt—the man later 
identified as Charles Frye. 

Soon the first witness, a woman living 
in an apartment across the street, calls 
911 to support that conclusion. 

She’d been looking out her window, just 
in time to see a shooter in white fire. He 
then walked quickly down the sidewalk, 
cut across the street, and climbed into a 
red Chevy Monte Carlo with a sunroof. 
She gives a partial license plate: 685. 

Detectives will eventually verify her 
details, with the exception that the plate 
numbers were arranged in a slightly dif¬ 
ferent order. About the same time, an 
officer on the street overhears people 
screaming, “red Monte Carlo.” But the 
case is not as straightforward as it ini¬ 
tially appears. 


Police round up potential 
witnesses for interviews at 
headquarters. Among them 
are the three women in Rog¬ 
ers’ crew. 

His girlfriend saw nothing. 
She says she’d been trying to 
puU Rogers out of the fray when 
he shoved her aside, upending her purse. 
She was gathering her things as the shot 
rang out. Then she ran from the sound. 

Another woman says she’d gone around 
the block to fetch their car. She’s of no 
help either. 

But Denise White, who’d been sparring 
with a stranger moments before the shoot¬ 
ing, claims to have witnessed ever 3 Thing. 
She recalls that as Frye swung at Rogers, 
he fell toward the car in between them 
and shouted, “Get that n—!” 

Reynolds then raised a gun and pulled 
the trigger, she tells police. 

White also has a theory. She believes 
Frye and Rogers have a history that runs 
deeper than an ordinary bar fight. 

In 2011, one of Rogers’ closest friends, 
suspected E-Block gang member Dekota 
Galtney, was shot dead in the street. A 
22-year-old was convicted for it, but a 
rumor persists that Frye ordered the gun¬ 
man to shoot. (Police established no such 
connection, and Frye was never charged.) 

That same year, Rogers allegedly stabbed 
Frye at a house party in retribution. 

White believes that Rogers’ murder 
mirrors Galtney’s, with Frye as master¬ 
mind, his friend as enforcer. 

She doesn’t know Re 5 molds’ name, but 
she recalls him arriving at Born’s in a black 
T-shirt and blue shorts with bleach stains. 
After the shooting, he, his girlfriend, and 
Frye had gotten away in a black truck 
with tinted windows. 
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Rice Street’s cameras will prove each 
of her statements wrong. 

Yet White is willing to testify. The 911 
caller, by contrast, adamantly refuses to 
identify herself for fear of retaliation. Her 
words will never enter a courtroom. 

A man is dead. His extensive network 
of family and friends want justice. What’s 
more, they all seem to believe the killing is 
but the latest reaction in a chain of retal¬ 
iatory violence—history repeating itself. 

III. TRIAL BY SOCIAL MEDIA 

As police identify the suspects, a picture 
emerges of who they are in the eyes of the 
law. Like the victim Rogers, Justin Reyn¬ 
olds and Charles Frye are well acquainted 
with the system. 

Reynolds has racked up felonies for 
assault, terroristic threats, and domestic 


for him during a shootout. Aeon once told 
a gang investigator.) He is livid to hear 
the news. 

In a phone call intercepted by prison 
staff, the inmate initially thinks Rogers 
has been murdered by the East Side Boys 
or Selby Siders. When a friend tells him 
Lawson is at fault. Aeon accepts the idea 
without question, as if it’s all the same. 

‘T want one of these n—s,” Aeon says 
during the call. 'T fixing to slit one of these 
motherfucker’s throats.... On my mama. 
Motherfucker gonna show you all what 
the Block really do.” 

Two days after the shooting, on June 
13, the Ramsey County Attorney’s Office 
confirms popular suspicions. It charges 
Reynolds and Frye with second-degree 
murder while aiding and abetting each other. 

Though most of her initial statement to 
police has already been proved wrong, the 
criminal complaint leans almost exclu-

assault. Frye has three cocaine convictions 
and one for terroristic threats. 

He’d also been charged with murder 
once before. In 2006, a woman accused 
him of groping her outside another Rice 
Street bar. Diva’s, then shooting her brother 
in the chest when he tried to intervene. 

Police would find insufficient evidence. 
The charges were dismissed. 

Social media, however, was far more 
interested in the men’s alleged gang ties. 

Frye’s Facebook page shows him and 
Reynolds posing with a gaggle of friends 
around a pool table, holding up‘T” signs— 
presumably for the Lawson Boys gang of 
north central St. Paul. In the photo, they 
look like mostly older men past their prime. 

Still, it makes for speculation. Facebook 
theories ofunknown origin fixate on afabled 
blood feud between Lawson and E-Block. 

Many speculate that the Born’s bouncer 
who’d nearly come to blows with Carlos 
Rogers provided the gun. 

Then there’s the rumor—later debunked— 
that Frye’s girlfriend is the woman who’d 
fought with Denise White, as if to divert 
attention from the assassination to come. 

Either way, word spreads that Reynolds, 
the baby-faced “enforcer,” is wanted by 
police. 

The whispers reach Stillwater prison 
inmate Glen Aeon, who’s serving time for 
killing an 18-year-old in a gang dispute at 
Indian Mounds Regional Park in 2016. 

Aeon and Rogers had been as close as 
brothers, going so far as to get tattoos of 
each other’s faces. (Rogers took bullets 


sively on Denise White, whose words 
are the basis for probable cause in each 
subsequent search warrant. 

The manhunt is on. Authorities stake 
out Frye and Reynolds’ girlfriends. They 
get warrants to trace their phones. 

Frye is arrested in Faribault, where he’s 
living in a garage with takeout containers 
and plastic bags holding human feces. 
Friends who’d picked him up from St. 
Paul say they knew he was in some kind 
of trouble, but didn’t press for details. He 
immediately requests an attorney. 

Reynolds is arrested in Chicago, where 
he sits down with St. Paul police. He claims 
he took the Megabus to see his father, 
knows no one named Charles Frye, and 
has no idea why he’s been arrested. 

Murder, police inform him. Reynolds 
stops talking. 

ly. A MURDER WITHIN A MURDER 

In late October, after Justin Reynolds 
and Charles Frye spend four months in 
the Ramsey County Jail, the prosecution 
abruptly loses its key witness. 

Denise White has been implicated in 
a murder of her own. 

The complaint says 38-year-old Dawahn 
Littles had been hosting an after-bar 
party at his home in St. Paul’s Frogtown 
neighborhood when White fought with 
several women trying to leave in a car. She 
allegedly smashed out a window, pulled 
out a handgun, and fired into a crowd. 
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Littles was struck in the chest. He died 
at the hospital. 

White fled to an acquaintance’s house, 
say police, where she was admitted by a 
man who recognized her as a family friend. 
The man tells detectives that White sat on 
his couch, crying and repeating, ‘T shot 
him, I shot him,” while trying to wipe down 
a gun in her hand with a baby blanket. 

(She eventually pleaded guilty to second- 
degree murder and was sentenced to 12 
years in Shakopee.) 

White’s arrest means she can no lon¬ 
ger testify in the Born’s case, lest defense 
lawyers use her own murder charge to 
sully her words. 

Charges against Frye are dismissed, 
since White is the only person claiming 
to have heard him yell, ‘'Get that n—!” 

But prosecutors are determined not to 
let Reynolds off the hook. 

St. Paul Sgt. Shawn Shanley and Ramsey 
County prosecutor Dawn Bakst re-inter¬ 
view several people who were at Born’s 
the night of Carlos Rogers’ murder. They 
remain of little help. They weren’t watch¬ 
ing when the gun went off. They hadn’t 
seen it in anyone’s hand. They have no 
idea where it could have ended up. 

Eventually, Shanley and Bakst call Rog¬ 
ers’ girlfriend, Shaneka Mayberry. On the 
night of the shooting, she told police she’d 
been on the ground, picking up the con¬ 
tents of her purse when the gun went off 
She’d seen nothing. 

But four months later, Mayberry has 
a much different story to tell. She now 
recalls seeing “the bigger guy” with long 
dreads holding a gun. 


V. "THE WHOLE WORLD 
IS FULL OF LIES" 


Justin Reynolds* defense is basic: Police 
have the wrong guy. 

Faced with up to 40 years behind 
bars, he finally breaks his silence, tell-

ing prosecutors that Charles Frye was 
the real gunman. 

Reynolds says he fled after the shoot¬ 
ing, finding his way to the home of the 
girlfriend who’d accompanied him to 
Born’s. At one point, Frye dropped by 
her home to tell him not to snitch. 

Reynolds’ lawyers hope to prove he 
lacked the motive for murder. Frye and 
Rogers are the ones with the poisoned 
history. 

Yet Judge Judith Tilsen declines to 
allow evidence involving gangs, previ¬ 
ous shootings, beefs, or the victim’s own 
criminal past. 

Until the day before the trial, prosecu¬ 
tors also refuse to release the phone num¬ 
ber of the anonymous 911 caller, though 
she’d proven to be the most accurate wit¬ 
ness on the night of the shooting. Reyn¬ 
olds’ attorney, Michael Padden, cannot 
convince her to testify on short notice. 

Judge Tilsen won’t permit the jury to 
hear a recording of her 911 call, deeming 
it hearsay. 

Yet the judge will grant prosecutors 
an important advantage. 

Six days before the shooting, police 
were called to the apartment of Re 5 molds’ 
ex-girlfriend. She accused him of breaking 
in with two other men and pointing a gun 
at her new boyfriend’s head. Responding 
officers questioned her credibility, and 
Reynolds was never charged. 

Prosecutor Bakst wants to present the 
incident as evidence, believing the details 
echo the Born’s shooting. A handgun is 
involved. It takes place in the same area 
of St. Paul. Judge Tilsen rules this thesis 
permissible. 

Shaneka Mayberry, Rogers’ girlfriend, 
testifies with a newfound clarity, now 
saying she saw Reynolds not only hold¬ 
ing the gun, but tucking it away in his 
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pants. She claims trauma cleansed her 
memory the night of the shooting, but 
can’t explain why she never called police 
when her memories returned. 

Born’s low-quality security video is a 
free-for-all between the lawyers. Neither 
side calls a forensic video analyst, choosing 
instead to project their own theories onto 
it. Bakst claims the lack of gunpowder 
residue on the victim’s face means he’d 
been shot from a distance by Reynolds, 
who is shown standing behind Frye. 

Defense attorney Padden counters 
that the muzzle flash can’t come from 
Reynolds. From where he’s standing, it 
would require an impossibly long reach. 

The jury seems at a loss, asking to 
review the video time and again with a 
magnifying glass. 

The murder weapon is never recovered. 

The tale of Reynolds’ gun-brandishing 
at his ex-girlfriend’s apartment also falls 
apart. Re 5 molds did show up at her apart¬ 
ment with two other men, the woman 
says. But she can’t recall if it was day or 
night—or who pointed the gun. He may 
have just come to pick up their son. She 
can’t be sure. 

She’d also told a responding officer, 
“The whole world is made up of lies.” 
When Padden presses her about possibly 
l 5 dngto that cop, she answers insoudantly 
“I probably did.” 

Re 5 molds doesn’t testify. To do so would 
allow prosecutors to grill him about past 
convictions. 

Defense attorney Padden asks Judge 
Tilsen to remove the “aiding and abetting” 
portion of the second-degree murder 
charge. He argues that it’s implausible for 
Reynolds to be accused of both shooting 
Rogers and abetting himself. 

Tilsen refuses. 

In her closing statement, prosecutor 
Bakst insists Reynolds has to be the trig- 
german, while leaving herself an opening. 

“Even if you do believe Mr. Padden’s 
theory of the events, the defendant 
would still be guilty of aiding and abet¬ 
ting murder. He was there.... He arrived 
with Charles Frye. He was part of the 
argument with Charles Frye. He stood 
right there with Charles Frye when the 
shot was fired.” 

The jury doesn’t take long to convict 
Reynolds on the single charge of aiding 
and abetting murder in the second degree. 

He is eventually sentenced to 32 years. 

His case is now on appeal. Reynolds 
asserts that Judge Tilsen handcuffed him 
from proving Frye had the greater motive 
to shoot, and that Shaneka Mayberry 
provided false testimony. The Ramsey 
County Attorney’s Office hasn’t officially 
responded. It would only say in a pre¬ 
pared statement: “We vigorously dispute 
the characterization of the facts by the 
defense attorney.” 

The investigation into Charles Frye 
is ongoing.

A BITTERSWEET HARVEST 

Enjoying cranberries during the holiday season? 

You might have this Midwestern farm to thank.

A S soon as cranberries appear 
in my co-op each October, I 
launch into full holiday mode. 

Though I grew up near New 
Jerseys cranberry bogs, I didn’t 
witness the harvest until I moved to the 
Midwest. It’s breathtaking: Crimson ponds 
pulse under the bluest autumn skies, and 
sandhill cranes arch their graceful necks 
on shore. (The name “cranberry” was 
inspired by those birds; they were once 
called “craneberries.”) 

Our eastern neighbor, Wisconsin, grows 
more than 60 percent of the world’s fresh 
cranberries. Iconic, intense, and bittersweet, 
the bright red pods are the final fruit of the 
season, earth’s bonny farewell until spring. 

“All of us cranberry growers are, in our 
hearts, conservationists,” says John Stauner 


of James Lake Farms. Located near the small 
town of Three Lakes, Wisconsin, James 
Lake is one of the largest organic cranberry 
growers in the country, encompassing 190 
acres of productive cranberry marsh sur¬ 
rounded by1,540 acres of support land. And 
Stauner really is a conservationist, more 
so than others. With nearly 30 years in the 
business and degrees in natural resources 
and water chemistry, he’s deeply commit¬ 
ted to sustainable practices. 

“There’s a science and an art to cran¬ 
berrygrowing,” he says. First, the science: 
Cultivating these cheery red orbs is a 
tough, risky business. The season is short, 
and the marshy environment supports 
all manner of lethal bugs—black-headed 
fireworms, fruit worms—as well as nox¬ 
ious weeds, ruinous plant diseases, and 


fungus. Conventional growers manage 
them with chemicals, but many of those 
are known carcinogens and hormone 
disrupters that are then discharged into 
our waterways and cycled into our drink¬ 
ing water. 

Not Stauner. He understands the dan¬ 
ger of these practices, how they quiet 
the singing birds, the croaking frogs, the 
buzzing and whirring insects. “A marsh 
that has been sprayed is eerily silent; 
I want diversity on this land,” he says. 
“The wildlife is inspiring. Toads, frogs, 
tadpoles, freshwater sponges, ducks, 
geese, and nesting loons—the place is 
alive.” Besides, there are three differ¬ 
ent species of native bumblebees and 
pollinators to think about: “We have a 
natural pollinator base that we’re care¬ 


ful to protect; we do not use the harsh 
chemicals that combat them.” 

Second is the art. James Lake grows 
five different varieties of cranberries 
that ripen throughout the season. “We 
know our land; it’s a beautiful, complex 
ecosystem,” Stauner says. “The work is 
to keep it in balance.” This means car¬ 
ing for the vines, spending time to hand 
weed instead of using chemicals, and 
planting different varieties that ripen 
in sequence, so all of the fields aren’t 
flooded at once, disrupting the water 
tables. “It’s certainly more challenging 
to farm this way, but that’s why I like it 
best,” Stauner says. “It’s a gift to hear 
the loons in the morning and to see the 
sandhill cranes fly in. That makes the 
extra effort worthwhile.” 

Stauner meets the challenges that flum¬ 
mox conventional chemical famers by 
combining state-of-the-art technology 
with his heritage wisdom. At James Lake, 
a mechanical clipper helps control weeds; 
the farm uses mating disruption tech¬ 
niques to discourage pests from reproduc¬ 
ing by piping sounds and vibrations into 
the bogs; and in the spring, the marshes 
are flooded to drown insects as they hatch. 

Because cranberries contain pockets of 
air, they float when the fields are flooded 
so they can be more easily raked off of 
their vines. They’re then scooped into 
trucks and taken to the packing shed. 
Their tough skin protects them from 
absorbing too much water, and because 
of the air pocket, they’re like little balls 
that bounce when they roll off the table 
and hit the floor. They were once nick¬ 
named “bounce berries.” 

James Lake is truly a family business, 
and the values of sustainability don’t end 
at the farm. John works alongside his 
wife Nora’s son, Ben Riker, a National 
Guard veteran who served eight years in 
the Wisconsin National Guard and was 
twice deployed to the Middle East. Ben 
manages the operation and now lives 
on the land with his own wife and two 
children. He’s an advocate for veterans 
and a leader in the Farmer Veteran Coali¬ 
tion, which provides tools to help vets 
transition from military service to careers 
in agriculture. 

“Veterans possess the unique skills 
and character needed to strengthen rural 
communities and create sustainable food 
systems for us all,” he says. 

As the region’s largest organic grower, 
Stauner helps conventional chemical

EASY CRANBERRY RECIPES 

Both of these recipes make fabulous condi¬ 
ments for turkey, wild game, and chicken. Swirl 
them into mayonnaise for sandwiches or to 
toss into a salad. Or simply serve alongside 
cheeses. 


Fresh Cranberry Relish 

Makes about 2 to 2 i/2 cups 

3 cups fresh cranberries, 
rinsed and sorted 
2 tablespoons fresh orange zest 
1/4 cup fresh orange juice 
1/4 cup chopped crystalized ginger, 
optional 

1/4 to 1/2 cup sugar or honey to taste 

Put all of the ingredients into a food processor 
fitted with a steel blade, and chop until fine. 
Store in a covered container in the refrigerator. 

Cranberry Sauce 

Makes about 2 cups 

3 cups fresh cranberries, 
rinsed and sorted 
1/2 cup apple cider 
1/4 to 1/2 cup honey, maple syrup, 
or sugar, to taste 

In a medium saucepan, bring the cranber¬ 
ries and cider to a boil. Reduce the heat and 
simmer until the berries have popped open, 
about three to five minutes. Stir in the honey 
or maple syrup or sugar to taste. 

Don’t sweeten this sauce until after the ber¬ 
ries have opened, as it will make them tough. 
After cooling, store in a covered container in 
the refrigerator for up to a month.

ven if the ^rst Rocky movie was 
your last Rocky movie, you’ll 
know the broader strokes of 
Creed II before heading into 
the theater. The entire series 
more or less rehashes the same plot over 
and over again, with a predictability that 
would wreck any other franchise. Yet 
somehow, over 40 years later, the Rocky 
formula continues to work. 

That’s not to say every installment is a 
sublime work of art. Rocky Vis an unmiti¬ 
gated shitshow. Yet each episode does 
what it sets out to do with some degree 
of effectiveness. You can always count on 
a Rocky movie to be fun and sometimes 
even great. 

Creed ended with our hero, Adonis Creed 
(Michael B. Jordan), going the distance 
with the world champion and losing by 
split decision, just like his mentor Rocky 
Balboa (Sylvester Stallone) did back in 
1976. Unlike Roc/ 0 /IT, however, the second 
Creed movie opens with Adonis winning 
the WBC World Heav 5 rweight Champi¬ 
onship. This catalyzes the appearance of 
Creed II’s true antagonists, Roc/q/TV’ s Ivan 
Drago (Dolph Lundgren) and his son Viktor 
(Florian Munteanu), who have been living 


a spartan lifestyle since Rocky defeated 
Ivan back in the ’80s. 

A promoter named Buddy Marcelle (Rus¬ 
sell Hornsby) sees potential in a Creed/ 
Drago showdown and begins to pull Adonis’ 
strings. It isn’t hard to manipulate the young 
champ into a fight; after all, it was Ivan 
who killed his father, Apollo Creed (Carl 
Weathers), in what was supposed to be an 
exhibition match. Rocl^ advises against the 
fight, but of course, Adonis doesn’t listen. 
Again, it’s nothard to guess what comes next 
hubris, a defeat, an epic training montage, 
a bloody grand finale in Russia. 

The first Creed owed a lot of its success 
to Ryan Coogler, and with the wunderkind 
writer-director otherwise engaged in a litde 
film csiWed Black Panther, there was some 
question as to whether CreedII could cap¬ 
ture the same magic as its predecessor. It 
doesn’t quite get there, but new director 
Steven Caple Jr. is no slouch, putting his 
own touches on the saga while keeping 
things consistent. Like its predecessors. 
Creed II takes a new look at the pugilistic 
hero’s journey, tweaks it just enough to find 
some new terrain, and ultimately builds to 
an enjoyable, tried-and-true climax. 

Within the larger framework there’s 
also a strong series of paternal subplots.

Creed II mirrors Rocky II with an unex¬ 
pected pregnancy, and though it’s a deriva¬ 
tive plot point, it ties together all three 
families (Balboa, Creed, Drago) and helps 
each story achieve a nice resolution. Part of 
me wanted to see Adonis say, ‘You know 
what, my dad was murdered in the boxing 
ring. I almost got murdered by Viktor in 
the first fight. There are more important 
things than boxing, and I want to be here 
for my child,” before turning and walking 
away. Of course, it’s a Rocky movie, not 
an existential indie drama, so that wasn’t 
going to happen, but it would have been 
a memorable twist. 

With Creed II we’ve got another solid 
entry into the Rockyverse, and agood feeling 
going into the inevitable Creed III. Since 
the movie’s release, Stallone all but flat-out 
stated that this will be the last appearance 
of Rocky Balboa. It’s hard to take Sly at his 
word given his history with both Rocky and 
Rambo—but if this is the end, we do get a 
nice sense of closure for a character that 
truly affected American culture. 

Either way, it’s Creed’s time now. 03

Jungle Theater returns to Jane Austen’s 
charming world

ane Austen’s characters often seem 
to be looking for security: a loving 
marriage, a sustainable income, a 
comfortable home. The genius of 
Lauren Gunderson and Margot 
Melcon, in exploring Austen’s world, is to 
explicitly articulate what the books more 
elliptically imply: For these 19th-century 
women, beyond that security lay the more 
fundamental dream of liberty. 

Gunderson previously partnered with 
Melcon on Miss Bennet: Christmas atPem- 
berley. That 2016 Pride and Prejudice sequel 
centered on Mary, the bookish Bennet sister. 
After last year’s rapturously received pro¬ 
duction of that play, the Jungle Theater has 
co-commissioned what director Christina 
Baldwin calls a “side-quel.” 

The Wickharnstskes place simultaneously 
with Miss Bennet, on a lower level of the 
vast mansion where Elizabeth (Sun Mee 
Chomet) has settled down in wedded bliss 
with Mr. Darcy (James Rodriguez). That 
puts us in the servants’ kitchen (expansively 
rendered by set designer Chelsea M. War¬ 
ren), where we meet three members of the 
Pemberley staff and explore the marriage 
of the loquacious Lydia Wickham, nee Ben¬ 
nett (Kelsey Didion). 

The infamous George Wickham (Nate 
Cheeseman) is unseen in Miss Bennet, and 
in The Wickhams we learn why. He hopes 
that housekeeper Mrs. Re 5 molds (a price¬ 
less Angela Timberman), who was fond 
of him as a boy, will help him reconcile 
with his nemesis Darcy. Servants Brian 
(Jesse LaVercombe) and the newly hired 


Cassie (Roshni Desai) are skeptical, despite 
Wickham’s rakish charm. 

This is a darker story thanMzssRennet, to 
the point where its feel-good ending seems 
almost forced. Lydia has to confront some 
uncomfortable facts about her husband, 
while Wickham’s abuses illustrate the 
implications of a rigid gender hierarchy 
that still holds much force today. 

Even so, there’s plenty of joy to be had 
in this Georgian world. The playwrights 
have a knack for zesty dialogue, but just as 
important is the room they leave for telling 
moments that fill their frames. Like Miss 
Bennet, The Wickhams gallops along at the 
fast pace of a big family gathering while 
carefully preserving the hesitations, the 
reverses, and the silences that sometimes 
say more than words. 

This is world-class theatrical art, excep¬ 
tional for the warmth of its execution and 

the breadth of 
THE WICKHAMS its ambition-

PLEDGING HIS TIME 

Martin Devaney looks back and inward on his 
personal new album, Plaid on Plaid

I 


’m trying to explain to anyone 
who is listening where I Ve 
been over the last five years,” 
says Martin Devaney. “And 
this is it.” 

“It” isPlaid on Plaid, the 38-year-old St. 
Paul singer-songwriter’s first new record 
since 2013. Devaney had to work through 
some issues in that time, and the album’s 
10 revealing, rocking songs refiect that per¬ 
sonal journey and painful self-reflection. 

“I went through probably the lowest 
stretch of my life a few years back,” Dev¬ 
aney says. “Loads of existential crises, 
like ‘What am I doing with myself?’ And 
feeling like I wasn’t reaching my supposed 
potential. I was a lost soul for a bit, even 
if I had a good game face. Of course, in 
the midst of this, I met Maggie [now his 
wife], and her kindness and love kind of 
refocused me and set me on a path with 
some more purpose.” 


You can hear the optimism that new love 
and a better mindset typically bring on 
side B of the album, in songs like “About 
My Girl” and “Give Me Hope.” Side A, 
though, is a look back at mistakes made 
along the way and regrets accrued. 

‘You start here, and you end up there. It’s 
not necessarily in chronological order, by 
any means. But it’s all there,” says Devaney. 
“These are the songs that best represent 
those five years.” 

The album, Devaney’s seventh full- 
length, has a loose, late-night sound, 
a testament to the camaraderie of the 
band he assembled: Ryan Plewacki, 
Sean McPherson, Tony Zaccardi, Adam 
Lamoreaux, Tim Martin, and Ryan Otte. 
They’re not just longtime collaborators, 
they’re friends. 

“At this point in the game, having done 
this for as long as we have, it’s a little bit 
like a trust fall type of thing,” Devaney says. 


“I know that I can bring these guys a tune 
that I wrote on an acoustic guitar at my cof¬ 
fee table, and we start to work through an 
arrangement and I can trust them implicitly 
to react to it. Their instincts are such that 
after a couple of takes, I’m like. Yep. That’s 
what I heard in my head.’ And, in some cases, 
not what I heard, which is even better.” 

Devaney has consistently been writ¬ 
ing songs since his last record, even if he 
didn’t think what he was writing was up 
to snuff “I was lost for a couple years, and 
I didn’t push myself the way that I used 
to,” he says. “I won’t say that I got lazy, 
because I’m always writing, but I think I 
wrote a lot of stuff that I just didn’t care 
for. I did a lot of writing, and I did a lot 
of trashing of that writing.” 

But rather than discard that material, 
Devaney went back through his notebooks 
and journals, salvaging unused phrases, 
verses, and melodies to repurpose for 
some of the songs on Plaid on Plaid—he 
jokingly refers to the process as “stealing 
from myself.” This gives the material a 
lived-in vibe while also providing insight 
into Devaney’s current mindset, which 
makes for a fluid mix of past and present. 

Even when he wasn’t recording, Dev¬ 
aney remained a stalwart live performer 
on Twin Cities stages. “Live music is still 
king to me,” he says. “Although it’s getting 
harder and harder to convince people that 
it’s where their hard-earned money should 
be spent. We go out to the movies for 10 
bucks—spend $10 to see A Star Is Born. 
Those same people will be reluctant to 
spend $10 to see three bands. How do we 
go forward with that? Well, I don’t know 
an 5 Thing to do except keep playing the 
songs. Write songs, play ’em, and get out 
in front of people and do it.” 

Plaid on Plaid is a reintroduction of 
sorts for Devaney, a way to reconnect 
with the fans who have stuck with him 
from the start, while also introducing him 
to a new audience. “The whole idea is to 
connect with people. That’s why we do 
this,” Devaney says. “I’m always interested 
in what does connect and what doesn’t. 
I’m ever curious. I believe in it as my craft. 
I believe it’s my trade, in the same way 
that someone’s a carpenter. This is what 
I do. And I’m always fascinated by it. It’s 
what makes me seek out new music, or dig 
deeper into the catalogues of my heroes. As 
a person who can get discouraged easily, 
I’m encouraged by the fact that I always 
wake up and want to keep doing it.” 

Devaney is a tireless cheerleader for St. 
Paul, a city that he thinks unfairly gets a

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bad rap. But though he’s affectionately 
referred to as St. Paul’s “Night Mayor,” 
Devaney is quick to deflect that label, saying 
he represents both sides of the river. “I’ve 
always been of the Twin Cities,” he says. 
“I came up in Dink 5 Town and played my 
first show there. I’m a proud St. Paul guy 
for life, and I accept my unofficial title. But 
I came up playing more in Minneapolis 
than in St. Paul. I get a little saddled with 
the divide, but there is no divide. I’m of 
the Twin Cities, let it be known.” 

While some of the new material reflects 
on darker moments from Devaney’s past, 
the record ends on an optimistic note with 
“Give Me Hope,” a break from his usual 
somber, introspective style. Devaney 
quickly agrees with a laugh that the song 
is “not my normal deal.” 

“'Give Me Hope’ is the last song on 
the record, and it is the last song written 
for the record, which I think is telling, 
for sure,” he says. “I didn’t give it much 
thought until it came time to sequence 
the record, but it made perfect sense. I 
want to go out on that note, for now. I’ll 
check back in in a couple of years, but this 
is where we’re at right now. I wanted it 
to be like a semi-hopeful Tom Petty song, 
to go out on an up note. 

“When you’re a songwriter, nobody 
wants to hear how happy you are,” he 
adds. “That’s not why we put records on, 
right? But there’s nothing wrong with 
hearing that somebody’s doing OK. And 
maybe it’s a reminder that, hey, I can feel 
this way too. I struggle with my demons 
and my low points, but being able to write 
a song like that was a reminder that I can 
feel this way. I don’t always. I don’t maybe 
even often. But I can. And I want to. And 
maybe there’s a way to find that.” 03

Cringe and Purge 

Why does it hurt when I ejaculate? 


I ’m a 59-year-old man in good health. 
For basically my whole adult life, I’ve 
had this problem during intercourse 
with a woman of (1) being very quick 
to come and (2) having a too intense 
“cringey” sensation when I come. This has 
led to often going soft at the prospect of inter¬ 
course. This too-intense feeling makes me 
stop moving when I come, which is not sat¬ 
isfying at all. It doesn’t 
happen with hand jobs 
or oral sex—they feel 
fine and good. Is this a 
known phenomenon? 

And what can I do to get 
to a point where I can 
enjoy intercourse?

One time, and only one 
time (out of many with 
a particular girlfriend), 

I had intercourse and it 
felt fine when I came, still 
thrusting, so I know it’s possible. I have 
been practicing with a Fleshlight, but it’s 
still painfully “cringey” when I come. It is 
not fun and rather depressing. 

HE ALWAYS REALLY DREADS PENETRATION 
AND REGRETS THIS 

I shared your letter with Dr. Ashley 
Winter, a urologist in private practice in 
Portland, Oregon, and the co-host of The 
Full Release, a sex, health, and relationship 
podcast. Winter wanted to note that her 
comments are a general discussion of a 
medical topic and NOT individual medi¬ 
cal advice. She wanted me to emphasize 
this point—which she also emphasizes at 
the top of her terrific podcast—because 
Winter is a responsible doctor and not a 
card-carryingmember of the Amalgamated 
Advice Columnists of America. (Member¬ 
ship in the AAC A entitles advice columnists 
to say pretty much whatever they want.) 

‘There are three issues at play here,” said 
Winter. ‘Tirst, the pain or ‘cringey" sensation 
only associated with vaginal and Flesh- 
light penetration. Second, being too quick 
to come. And third, erectile dysfunction. 
HARDPART insightfully suggests his ED 
maybe related to his performance anxiety 
as well as anticipated pain, and I would 
agree with this. I would add that his quick 
ejaculation is most likely also caused by a 
mix of ED and pain—the body adapts to pain 
and erection loss by letting the swimmers 
off the hook early.” 


But why do you experience this pain 
only during penetrative sex? What is it 
about PIV (penis in vagina) or PIF (penis 
in Fleshlight) that causes those painfully 
cringey feelings? 

“If he thrusts more duringthese activities 
than he does during oral or hand stimula¬ 
tion, I would expect that either pelvic floor 
muscle dysfunction or a nerve issue related 
to the lower spine could 
be causing the flares,” 
said Winter. “If he were 
my patient, I would want 
to know if he has less pain 
when his partner is on 
top, which would mean 
his pelvis is moving less. 
Also, does he have chronic 
low back pain? Bowel or 
bladder issues?” 

Winter and I con¬ 
tinued to generally dis¬ 
cuss the medical topics 
raised by your question, 
HARDPART, and we dis¬ 
cussed—this is not, again, individual medi¬ 
cal advice, but a general discussion—two 
things someone with your particular issue 
might want to think about doing. First, a 
guy with your problem could try taking 
Viagra or a related drug while also using a 
penis numbing spray. And a guy with your 
problem should also have his pelvic floor 
checked out. A urologist can help aguy with 
a problem like yours determine if there’s 
something wrong with the complex web 
of muscles and nerves that crowd together 
around your junk and, if it is a pelvic floor 
issue, refer him to a physical therapist. 

Finally, a suggestion from me, the person 
with the AACA card: A guy with a prob¬ 
lem like yours—a guy whose dick works 
a certain way and has worked that way 
for decades—could save himself the hassle 
of physical therapy and the side effects of 
Viagra by accepting his dick and the way 
his dick works. There are women out there 
who prefer oral and outercourse to PIV, 
HARDPART, and you could bed those 
women with confidence.
